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Two Men Dismembered at 
the Gas Works To-Day.

John Burns’ Head Torn From His 
Body--Tom Doran’s Death. ° 


| The Fearful Work ofan Exploding 


Gas Meter— Holes Made in Solid 
Walls— How the Men Were KHilled— 
The Accident and Its Cause. 


The works of the St. Louis Gas Company on Sec- 
ond and Convent streets were the scene of a terri- 
ble explosion at 10 o'clock this morning, which re 
sulted in the instant death of two men and the seri 
ous injury of « third. There were no persons 
in the immediate neighborhood of the spot 
when the accident occurred excepting the three 
victims, and the only survivor being insensible, the 
details of the catastrophe could not be easily 
obtained. The explosion ocourred in the 
gas meter attached to the purifying house. 
It was sharp and quick and could be 
distinctly heard for half a mile around. 
The meter, which is situated in the center of the 
building, is a mass of debris and atotal wreck, The 
walls and roof of the building inclosing it were 
leveled te the ground, and a large rent in the roof 
shows that the debris spread in all directions, 

The two men who were killed were John Burns, 
a mechanic, and Tom Doran, his assistant. Burns’ 
bead was torn violently from his body, and when 
found was some eight feet distant from the trunk. 
It was disfigured, ‘and the right eye, 
which was missing, was afterwards found 
a bloody, unsightly mass, hanging to a fragment of 
sheet iron. His right arm was broken at the el- | 
bow and bent backwards around his waist. 
The upper half ‘of his body was 
crushéd, bruised and discolored. Doran's 
skull was crushed in on the right side and his 
features were almost unrecognizable. Death must 
bave been instantaneous in both cases. Burns 
leaves a wife and three children. Doran was 23

a plumber and gas fitter who was working on the 
outside of the meter when the accident occurred, 
was picked up insensible ten feet away from the 
building. He was paced ina carriage and sent to 
his home, 818 Hickory street, where he was attended 
by Dr. Bohle. A Posr-Dispatcn reporter called at 
the house, but was denied admittance to Killian by 
his wife, who stated that he was out of his head 
and that the doctor had instructed her to keep him 
quiet. She stated that he was not fatally 
injured, and she hopes for his recovery soon. 
Mrs. Killian said that her had said nothing 
about the cause of the on, but that she had 
been told by one of the men at the gas works that 
the explosion was the result of the carelessness of 
one of the men who carried a lighted candle into 
the meter, igniting the gas. 

THOMAS LANSDON, 
thesuperintendent, said that the meter was built 
three years ago, but had not been in use since last 
January. Yesterday he sent some men 
to work cleaning the meter out, 
and had gas let into it to 
test it. This morning he opened all of the man 
holes on the meter and ran a pipe into the top of it 
to allow any gas which might have remained over 
since last night to escape. Burns, Doran and 
Killian were put to work to clerout the dry 
well of the meter and he supposed 
that one of them must have struck a match which 
caused the explosion. 1

SUPERINTENDENT LANSDEN'S EXPLANATION. 
The meter house where the fatal accident oc- 
curred lies right inthe middle of the purifying 
houses, thus:

WHERE THE ACCIDENT OCCURRED. 
The accident occurred in the southern part of the 
yards in what is known as the meter house. In it are 
stationed two meters which are used to measure the 
amount of gas through them to the 
meter before it is let out for distribution into 
e pipes running through the city. The meter- 
room is between the two purifying rooms, adjoin- 
ing which are the lime houses. The entire building 
is about two stories high, built substantially 
of bricks with a light shingle roof. The explosion 
too« „ in the second meter, which at the time 
was idle, as werg also the purifiers, otherwise the 
accident would have been ten-fold more dis- 
astrous. The new meter, situated in the 
extreme southwestern part of the yard, had 
been in use only five months and was thought.to be 
inaccurate. A small Ripe was accordingly laid be- 
tween this and meter No. 2anda fixed quantity of 
gas from one to the other to test the accur- 
acy of the meter. Yesterday it was thought 
there was a leak what is known 
as the “dry well“ of Meter No. 2, and while an in- 
vestigation into this was being conducted to-day 
the explosion occurred. ,

“In yollr opinion, was there anything wrong witb 
the meter? as it defective in any way?” 

„No; I don't think there was. I think the explo- 
sion was entirely the result of Burns’ getting too 
close to the meter. You see, we had turned on the 
steam, and had an escape pipe running through the 
roof, but when when Burns leaned over, the light 
of the candle must have struck the gas somewhere. 
There is escaping gas around there all the 
time, and I guess it communicates with the inside 
of the meter in some way. I don't think the gas 
pee are to blame in any way, as Mr. Lansden

I had no possi- 

le chance of getting out of the way or I would not 

have been hurt. If I could have gotten between the 

meters I would have been all right.

A GHASTLY BURDEN. 


The New York Police Stumble Upon a 
Startling Murder Mystery. 


Louis Francis, a Frenchman, Murders 
Selina Fehot, His Mistress, Packs the 
Body in à Bag and Starts for the 
River—An Officers Timely Dis- 
covery. 


New Yor, May 20.—At 8 o’cloct this morning a 
Frenchman who proved to be Louis Francis of No. 
807 Tenth avenue, was arrested while on his way to 
the North River, bearing on his back a bag con- 
taining the mutilated corpse of a woman, who, it is 
supposed, had been murdered. ‘The policeman was | 
attracted by Francis’ mysterious manner as he 
moved along, weighted down by his ghastly burden, 
and he was stopped and asked what the bag con- 
tained. The Frenchman refused to give any expla- 
nation and attempted to move on, but the officer 
insisted upon being informed as to the contents 
of the sack, and took Francis 
into custody. The policeman then 
seized Francis by the arm, whereupon he 
dropped the bag and its contents upon the sride- 
walk. It fell with a “smashing” sound to the side- 


walk, and the officer, upon opening the end of the 
sack, found, to his surprise and horror, 


that it contained 
THE MUTILATED CORPSE OF A WOMAN. 

The body was doubled up and in an almost nude 
condition. The policeman, upon making a closer 
examination found unmistakable evidence of the 
fact that the woman had been murdered. There 
were ghastiy wounds about the head, and also on 
the trunk, from which the blood had flowed freely 
and had coagulated on the corpse. 

Francis was asked for an explanation of the 
mysterious affair, and after recovering from his 
confusion, declared that the corpse was that of his 
wife, and that she had died a natural death, Being 
without means necessary to defray the expenses of 
a funeral, he had conceived tne idea of carrying 
the corpse tothe river and throwing itin. The 
officer refused to accept the explanation as satis- 
factory and directed the Frenchman to accompany 
bim to the Thirty-seventh Precinict Police Station, 
Francis again shouldered his bag and bore the 
mutila corpse to the Police Station. He was 
placed under arrest and steps taken to investigate 

THE SUPPOSED MYSTERIOUS CRIME. 

Francis is about 37 years of age, and made no at- 
tempt to explain the affair when closely questioned, 
other than to repeat the story that his wife had 
died at their house on Tenthavenue and that he 
was simply depositing the corpse in the river on ac- 
count of his inability ta give it Curistian buria’. 

Louis Francis tells the following story; ‘Yester- 
day I found a valuable dog which my wife after- 
wards lost. I reproached my wife for losing him 
and she swore at me. At 7:80 o'clock 
last night she sent me out for beer. When I came 
back I found a man named William. Welsh io the 
room with her. Welsh works in the same shop with 
me. She sat on my lap and kissed me; then sue 
threw a glass at moe and then a can. She then 
went out. She walked about half a block. 
and then I left them to come out When I came 
back she was lying on the floor dead. I waited an 
she would revive. She did not. I 
don't know what was the cause of her death. She 
told me before she died that she did not care for 
me, but she liked the man who 

ut up the wine for her. He is Leopold 
conville, and he lives with Mrs. Lynch on Broad- 
way. After! found my wife dead I took 96 cents 
and weut out and gota drink. In half an hour I 
came back and put her in the bag to throw her into 
the river. 
THE VICTIM FRANCIS’ MISTRESS. 

The woman was not Francis’ wife. She was Se- 
lina Fekot, 38 years old, with a son 18 years of age, 
who lives in Boston. Francis, who is one vear 
younger than his paramour, has worked 
for some time n a French polish- 
ing marble yard. Three months azo the ‘couple 
moved intothe apartments where the crime was 
committed. Francis lived on the ground floor in 
the rear of the structure. three rooms were 
comfortably furnished and neatly kept. Both were 
persons iu appearance above the average in the 
neiguborhood, but both drank’ treely of 
beer, the man often to excess. They quarreled 
frequently. Two weeks ago. while in one of bis 
convivial moods he best and kicked her while she 
was on the floor. He, 1 picking her up, was 
heard by tenants in the house to say, “I guess I’ve 
finished her this time.“ 

As the body of Selina Fehot day in the 
Police Station this morning it had the appearance 
of once having been that of a pretty woman; even 
the traces of dissipation could not destrey this im- 
pression. She was of delicate complexion, large, 
expressive blue eyes, thick, wavy, light brown hair, 
and petite in figure, probably weighing about 
one bundred pounds. On the corpse were 
scrupulously clean. underwear, a black 
skirt and embroidered night shirt. About the neck 
was a twisted silk handkerchief, and about the 
throat lines of discoloration and marks of finger 
nails. It was evident that the woman had been 
strangled to death by twisting the handkerchief 
about her throat.

“TI am in favor of pensioning the wounded soldiers 
of the @x-Confederate army,” said a friend to me 
yesterday. I was somewhat startled by the prop- 
osition, coming as it did from a Republican and a 
prominent member of the Grand Army of the Re-

“Why do you favor Such a line of action?” I 
asked. : 
„Because the rank and file of the Southern army 
were poor men and driven into the crime of taking 
up arms against the Government by their leaders. 
The Southern men at the bench, the bar and in pol- 
itics, the men who could sway the feelings of the 
ignorant, the men who were wealthy members of 
Southern society, and who were necessarily looked 
up to by the poorer classes, taught the crime of ge- 
cession for years before the armed conflict arose. 
The common people believed that the North was 
invading their homes and fought just as you and I 
would bave fought. They were beaten, but what is 
the result? It opened their eyes; they saw that 
they had been deceived by their leaders. To-day 
you couldn’t get them to strike a blow against the 
flag. But look at their condition. Their leaders in 
a great measure have held official positions ever 
since the. war was over. Those who became Re- 
publicans particularly were favored with good fat 
offices. The mass of Southern soldiers, who were 
poor men when the war broke out. are poorer to- 
day. They have received nothing but curses, while 
their leaders have secured the offices. The poor 
devils who were wounded are leading a miserable 
existence. Treat them all alike. The country is 
big enough and can stond it. I'm in favor of giving 
them pensions.”

How Shall Women be Dressed? 
From the Hour. 

The costume of women, from a hygienic point of 
view, ig much discussed at present, and the vexed 
question of tight lacing and of skirts too numerous 
and heavy for the forms which sustain them is con- 
sidered with patient thougbtfuiness by medical 
people and female reformers. However, all this 
great expenditure of time and attention will doubt- 
less result, as it has hitherto done, in no possible 
change in dress save that prescribed by fashion. 
The evils of lacing are in general exaggerated, 
and it is by no means impossible that if men wore a 
‘species of corset they would enjoy an immunity 
from the effects of violent cold and many disorders 
from which they now suffer. The ancient beau of 
an age more foppish than our own was not unfa- 
miliar with the art of lacing, and there is no record 
of his being injured by it. : 
The exposure to cold in wearing low-neck dresses 
is certainly one which affects the health of women 
more immediately than the wearing of corsets, and 
the thin-soled slippers and high heels of the day 
are also causes of cold and consequent disturbance 
of the system.

Tho result of this ex- 
traerdinary game furnishes the public, or that part 
of it that does any thinkiflg. not only with sufficient 
material to “chew and dijest.“ Dut the conscien- 
tious critic with material upon which to reflect, if 
so important a functionary as a critic can be 
expected to take a brief respite, if only long 
enough to ask himself if i is possible for hiin to 
ever fall into error? , 
For some unaccountable reason the game of 
cusbion-caroms has had more condemnatory criti-. 
cisms written about it during thé past few years 
than any or all other branches of billiards at pres- 
ent known to the public That much of this 
criticism against cus roms was written be~ 
cause it was known, or pretty generally conceded, 
that Sexton in all Fs pares ity was the greatest 
American player at this style of billiards, we have 
always strongly suspected. Be this. however, as it 
may. that the inordinate amount of puffing be- 
stowed on Schaefer in the West and on Slosson in 
the East for. some yeare past was not only fulsome 
in the extreme, but we doubt if there isa paralie! 
case in the history of billiards where any other ex- 
pert suffered such injustice at the bands of writers 
as did Sexton, and all owing to the fact that it was 
Sexton and not Slosson or Schaefer wno ranked so 
high as a cushion-carom expe 
ndeed, so true is this that for nearly three years 
pest Mr. Sexton might as well have been out of the 
illiard arena, for to such an extent was cushion- 
caroms hounded down that he found it next to im- 
possible to get a hearing or be regarded otherwise 
than as little better than a mere pretender by the 
hterary powers that be in their blind d tion 
to bow only at the Slosson-Schaefer scheme. The 
fact that Sexton was almost uni conceded 
the greatest nerve or money player that 
America has ever produced, and the fact also, re- 


corded on the pages of billiard history, that he had 


made the teeth of Schaefer and Slosson almost 
dance from fear of encouatering him amounted to 
nothing with these “upright judges.” It was 
enough to know that he played cushion-caroms suf- 
ficiently weil to rank him as champion over Slosson 
and Schaefer, and as they could not win, there was 
nothing else left but to set up a sort of perpetual or 
eternal how! about cushkion-caroms not being bill- 


iards. 

That it would have been the golden branch of the 
game of billiards in the event Shaefer or Slos- 
son's ability to defeat Sexton at it, there is but lit- 
tle doubt. As the wrong man won, however, al- 
most in every instance when Sexton could get the 
others to play for one or two thousand dollars a 
side, then it was no longer billiards, but a mere 
mongrel game little better than shuffle-board. Of 
course the literary disciple of the Sloason-Schaefer 
school did not dream that Sexton could defeat Slos- 
son when tuis cushion-carom contest was made. 
How could he? 

What was Sexton but a mere bundle of splinters 
glued together after his accident of nearly a year 
ago? He never could play anything but cushion- 
caroms, and now that he was nothing buta lot of 
bones soldered together it would be dle to speak 
of him as a first-c.ass expert. Slosson, on the other 
hand, was not oniy inthe best physical condition 
of his life, but all the experts, including Schaefer, 
literally melted away, so to speak, before the touch 
of his magic rod, 

Well; the game was made andthe magic rod of 
Slosson, although still in the almost invincicle hand 
of tnat great master, had to bow to the superior 
skill of Sexton's just as it had to do in the past. For 
such a defeat Mr. Siosson will receive notaing but 
praise. It is doubttul indeed it there is another. 
expert living who cofiid have so grappled with Sex- 
ton on that occasion and show such tremendous 
billiards as did Slosson. Trat the ge multitude 
of spectators who were present fully realized the 
greatness of the game that was being ayed was 
more than attested in the round after round of ap- 

lause and cheers, 

n It is to be hoped after this game that the doubting 
Tuomas have been taught a lesson. It is all very 
well to condemn and predict the “demnition bow- 
wows” whenever cushion-caroms are p.ayed, pro. 
viding one can find people blind enougn to be led 
by the blind ‘There is no reason why Schaefer 
should not be regarded champion at the champion's 
game, if be can defeat ali others at such bill ards, 
just as Slosson is champion at the fourteen-inch 
vaik-line.

THE “MICHIGAN PLAN." 


How a Patromage Syndicate Sought 
to Control Federal Appointments. 


— —— eU 


Federal Offices in Michigan Appor- 
tioned Among the Congressmen— 
The First Effort a Disastrous Failure 
A Plain Hint From the President. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasnworox. D. C., May 20.—The Michigan 
plan“ does not seem to be working well. Under it 
the syndicate of successful and unsuccessful Demo- 
cratic candidates for Congress at the last election in 
that State have so far succeeded in getting only one 
office from the President, and the commission, even 
in that case, has been revoked. “The Michigan 
plan“ was the idea of ‘Congressman Maybury, 
representing the Detroit district, On 
April 30 last, he called @ conference at De- 
troit of allthe Michigan Democratic candidates 
for Congress at the Presidential election. It tg 
agreed by them that all the Federal offices in the 
State should be apportioned among the eleven gen- 
tlemen there assembled. This was the method of 
it. There isan average of about thirty Federal 
appointments to each Congressional district in the 
State. A 2 to the President asking the ap- 
pointment o was made out for each of these 
offices, and then the eleven all signed their names 
to the petition, leaving the representative from the 
district concerned to fill in, at his leisure, the name 
of the person he desired appointed. 

This was a very nice scheme, if 
it could be Carried out to a 
successful issue, and, if the President accepted the 
eleven as representing the Democracy of Michigan 
and their joint indorsement as sufficient for him in 
deciding the fate of applicants, the syndicate would 
have absolute control of the federal patronage in 
the state. So far as patronage governs nominations 
and elections, these gentlemen would 

CONTROL ABSOLUTELY THE POLITICAL MACHINE, 
each for his own district. In the first or Detroit dis- 
trict, there is a Collector of Customs, whose 
office is worth $20,000 a year; an Appraisersh 
ip worth $3,000 a 2 Collectorship ot 
Internal Revenue, worth $4,000, and a Post- 
master, whose office is worth $4.000.. 
Outside of Detroit there are seven st offices 
worth from $522 to $1,100 a year. Petitions for 
these eleven appointments, with blanks for the 
name of the candidates, were duly signed by ali 

resent, and were then turned over to Mr. May- 

ury, This process was repeated for every Federal 
office in the State, the representatives for each d- 
trict pocketing the duly attested documents re- 
ferring to his section, and going home to fill in the 
names as his interest or inclination prompted. Of 
course the “Michigan plan“ contemplat the co- 
operation of the Presidq@at. This was assured in ad- 
vance. The parties to it landed in Washington 
twoor three weeks ago, and forthwith presented 
themselves at the White House with some 330 peti- 
tions duly signed. The President took the matter 
into consideration; but meanwhile Mr. Don M. 
Dickinson, member of the National Convention for 
Michigan; Jerome Eddy, chairmanof the State 
Commitee, and other prominent Democrats entered 
their protest against the pian as undemocratic and 
altogether improper. President Cleveland did 
make one appointment under it, that of a Mr. 
Merrick, as Coosul to Sarnia, a port on the Cana- 
dian side opposite to Port Huron. No sooner was it 
made, however, when profests began to pour in of 
such grave c ter that the commission was 
withheld. |

CAPTAIN WILLIAM ADAMS, 


The Famous Dundee Whaler and Arctic 
Navigator at Halifax, Nova Scotia. 
Hamax, N. S., May %,—Captain William 
Adams, a famous Dundee whalerand Artic navi! 
gator, is in the city. The Arctic ship Alert, will start 
for Hudson's Bay next week, to bring home the 
men who spent last year at the stations alone the 
shores of Hudson Strait, established by the Do- 
minion Government for the purpose of taking mete- 
orological and other scientific observations, and re-- 
place them with men whowill remain there an 
other year. The whdle American and Canadian 
Northwest is vitally interested in the opening up of 
the long talked of route to Furope by way of Hud- 
son’s Bay. Captain Adams has hal a third of a 
century’s. experience in Arctic waters. He will go 
out on the Alert as the representative ofthe Win- 
nipeg and Hudson Bay Railroad and INavi- 
gation Company, to report upon the feasi- 
bility and practicability of tberoute. 


In an interview Capt. Adams expressed the 
opinion that Hudson's Bay and Straits are more 
feasible and practicable for navigation from the 
middle of June to the end October, to ships 
properly equipped with two and a half-inch iron 
plates for outside shell. with suitable ice stem, 
inside fortifications and with extra beam. The 
ships should be limited to 2.500 tons ip size. They 

not be wooden ships, as after making two 
trips to Hudson's Bay in the season they could be 
employed in the Atlantic or any other trade. He 
thinks that there is as much danger in navigation 
on the coasts of Newfoundland and Nova Scotia. 
when the ice is breaking up in the spring, as in 
navigation in Hudson's Bay in the four months 
indicated. The opening up of this route will bring 
the beart of the great Northwest as near to Liver- 
pool as New York is to-day.
